ST. JOHN’S, NfkL (CP) 
— 'Hie outcome of the New¬ 
foundland eleotiion remained 
obscured today by incomplete 
returns and a nip-and-tuck 
race between Premier Joey 
Smallwood’s Liberals and the 
(Conservative party. 

Regardless o f whether 
Prank Moores’ Conservatives 
actually form the next *nv- 
emment — and that poasibili- 
ty still existed early today — 
the election marked a major 
l)peakthrough for the Tories in 
Smalhvood country. Six cabi¬ 
net minsters were among the 
fallen. 


Tories May Force 
Minority Regime 


When counting ended for 
the i^ght. both Liberals and 
C^onservatives had elected 18 
members and the splinter 
New Labrador party had 
elected one. 

Liberals were leading in 


tlirec ridings and (he Conser¬ 
vatives in tw«o, all by narrow 
margins. 

1( the five undecided seats 
were won by the candidates 
leading, the final result would 
be 21 seats for the Liberals, 20 


for the Tories, and one for the 
New Labrador party. 

Even if the Tories were to 
lose til# two seats in which 
they led, their total of 18 
would be the best showing by 
an ofiposition party since 
Newfoundland became a (Ca¬ 
nadian province in 1949. 

There was no victory cele¬ 
bration in either cpmp ’Thurs¬ 
day night although tiie Qxiser- 
v’atiN'es were obviously over¬ 
joyed. 

Moores, the new party lead¬ 
er, predicted another election 
in tlie near future regardless

Paul St. Pierre, Canadian 
delegate in a Cieneral Assem¬ 
bly committee, said: “The sih 
. perpowers are engaged in a 
contest poisonous, dangerous 
and in the ultimate, futile. 

•'We cannot find security in 
this narrow world «f ohrs uih- 
til nuclear ta s t l Dg and the nu¬ 
clear arms race arc tnded.’’ 

St. Pierrt, pariiamentary 
secretary to axtema) affairi 
Minister Mitchell Sharp, 
spoke specifically against tiie 
profxjsad U.S. N-test on Am¬ 
chitka. 

But ha expanded hia re¬ 
marks to include France, the 
Sovnet Union and Oiina. 

He »aid that if nuclear fall¬ 
out from the Amchitka teat 
goes outside U.S. territory the 
Americans would be violating, 
provisions of tiie Partial Test 
Ban Tyeaty which forbids 
testing of weapons, in space, 
the atmosphere or the ocean. 

St. Pierre added: “Nuclear 
arms will proliferate and un¬ 
derground tests will continue 
as long as nations fear that 
tlieir rivals are surpassing 
them in military strength. 

‘The Soviet Union has con- 
tribute^ its full share to 
heightening international ten¬ 
sion, exploding no less than 
four nuclear devices in recent 
weeks, according to seismolo- 
gical data recorded abroad. 

“France and Clhina have not 
signed the Partial 'Test Ban 
Treaty and they have explod¬ 
ed devices In the atmospliere 
which have hurled radioactive 
poisons into the world’s 
skies.” 

Ambassador Javier Perrz 
de Cuellar of Peru said Peru 
had hoped that tlie consterna¬ 
tion of the world and of gov¬ 
ernments would lead the U.S. 
to cancel tiie Amchitka test. 

Ambassador Jacob Malik of 
the Soviet Onion said Qie So¬ 
viet Union has for many 
years advocated the end of all 
nuclear tests. 

•‘llie delegation of the Sovi¬ 
et Union feels much in tym- 
{lathy with what has been said 
on behalf of the Canadian 
government,” he said. 

SL Pierre gave notice that 
Canada will continue its figiit 
for a full nuclear test ban 
when the committee discusses 
disarmament.

The fire broke ogt late 
Thursday night on the upper 
floor! of the five-storey Sky¬ 
light Hotel on East Hastings 
Street. 


At one stage, a man strand¬ 
ed on the fifth floor at the 
rear of the building leai»ed for 
a ladder firemen were raising 
in his direction. He managed 
to giTib on to the iiings and 
was brought down to safety. 

A woman ran towaixls a 
door in an effort to enter the 
building, screaming: ’Tve 
got to gel my father.” Police 
hauled her back. 


Irish Troops Halt Britons 


BELFAST (AP) Irish 
troops with guns at the alert 
forced Britieh troops trying to 
blow up a border bridge be¬ 
tween the two Irelands to 
back down 'niursday. 

The British troops, ordered 
to seal off minor roads to gun- 
running guerrillas of the out¬ 
lawed Irish Republican Army, 
withdrew after 90 tense min¬ 


utes. The bridge remained in¬ 
tact. 

The Irish daimed one end 
of the bridge was located in¬ 
side the Irish Republic 
border.

U.K. Votes 
To Join Europe 


LONDON (CP) — Prime Minister Heath won a 
big rictorj' Thui-sday night as the House of Commons 
voted by 356-244 to a(xjept the principles of entering 
the Eui-opean Economic Community on negotiated 
tei-rns 14 months from now. 

The house erupted in noisy celebration as tellere 
reported a majority of 112 on the explosive market 
issue. The mai'gln, far larger than Httth’s men had 
anticipated, included ^ vpteg of a substantial num¬ 
ber of Labor rebels wtio bolted the party line to sup¬ 
port the entry move. 

Centuries Cast Aside 


Despite predictions that 
many members would abstain 
on the historic motion, the 
greatest since the Second 
World War, (JOO in the 630- 
member Cfommons filed into 
the lobbies to voice their deci¬ 
sion. 'The speaker and two 
deputy chairmen don't cast 
ballots. 

Tlius Britain cast aside cen¬ 
turies of separation from 
Europe, preparing to link des¬ 
tinies \rith the six-country 
common market. Still to come 
Is the enabling legislation to 


be introduced early next year. 

The size of the vote 'Thurs¬ 
day night indicated that 
Heath is unlikely to <4)ave 
much trouble getting the nec¬ 
essary strength for Brltaiil to 
enter formally Jan. 1, J873. 

Heath later said In a state¬ 
ment that Britain had made 
its historic decision and "the 
British people accept the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“Let us sliow ourselves to 
that new world as we would 
wish it to see us — confident, 
proud and strong.” 


Wilson Big Loser 


Opposition leader Harold 
Wilson, who had tried to rally 
his 28^member Labor party 
to oppose entry, was the big 
loser. He had threatened ear¬ 
lier in the evening, befex^ the 
six-day debate ended, that if a 
Labor government comes to 
office, he would try to renego¬ 
tiate the Tories’ negotiated 
terms. 

The size of tiie Heath ma¬ 
jority — his party liolds a 25- 
seat margin in tiie liouse — 
suggested that the Labor op¬ 
position 4s badly spilt on the 
issue and tiiat tUilaon will 
have difflculty forming a new 
anti-market line. 


’Tlie vole came amid parlia¬ 
mentary rumors that a secret 
deal had been worked out be¬ 
tween Tory managers and 
Labor rebels to ensure pas¬ 
sage of the enabling legisla¬ 
tion. 

Deputy Labor leader Roy 
Jenkins, an unbending Euro¬ 
pean, led the Labor rebellion 
amid threats ti)At the paity's 
leftwingers./d^tennined anti- 
marketeers .C^uld try to un¬ 
seat him froin liis party of¬ 
fice. Jenkios^t support from 
Labor parliamentary chair¬ 
man Douglas Houghton, 73, 
one of the most respected so¬ 
cialists in the hoUkc. 


Opposition Remains 


“It’s one of my happiest 
moments,” said Geoffrey Rip- 
pon, the gov'emment’s chief 
common maricet negotiator, 
“I’ve foujtiit for this for mucli 
of my life.” 

Denis Healey, former Labor 
defence minister and a strong 
anti-marketeer, said tiie ena¬ 
bling legislation will be fouglit 
all the way. But Rlppon told 
reiwrters he is sure that Par¬ 
liament will support tiie vital 
enabling bill. 

European common market 
officials expressed joy over 
tiie decision. They had been 
worried over the results of tiie

rule from London would mean 
“a real civil war” in the trou¬ 
bled six counties. 

Faulkner made the state¬ 
ment to reporters, one of 
whom cited to him a call for 
abolition of Stormont, the 
Ulster government, by The 
Spectator magazine, vlilch* in 
the past has spoken for some 
portion of Conservative opin¬ 
ion in Britain. 


This oonoem over the possi¬ 
ble luiTender of sovweignty 
was echoed at the final min¬ 
utes of the debate. But Heath 
and his minister contended 
that Britain will maintain a 
veto oifcr any proposals that 
could affect the country’s 
vital national interests. 

Cfomroons clerks later an¬ 
nounced that 68 Labor 
members voted In favor of

Britisti opinion polls which in¬ 
dicated tiiat a majority of the 
British public is opposed to 
European partnership. There 
had been mucii speculation 
tiiat if Heath got a majority of 
only 30 or 40, it would be tan¬ 
tamount to a moral defeat. 

Throughout tiie six-day de¬ 
bate many rt those opposed to 
Market membersliip ex¬ 
pressed fear that Britisti sov¬ 
ereignty would be weakeped- 
and that British housewii'es’ 
would in effect be paying 
higher food prices to sub¬ 
sidized inefficient Frencli 
farmers. 


Bonfires, Scotch 
Warm Up

Bonfires on both sides of the Eng^lish Channel 
and enthusiastjc statements from all over Western 
Europe greeted the British Parliament’s vote Thurs¬ 
day to join the European common market 

Fog dimmed the bonfire in 
Calais, France, where the oc¬ 
casion was celebrated with 
scotch whisky and french 
fries. 

On the white cliffs of Dorer, 
facing the Channel, former 
prime minister Harold Mac¬ 
millan gathered with friends 
to light a huge bonfire signal 
to Europe ti^ the vote was 
yes. 

Macmillan as prime min¬ 
ister submitted Britain’s first 
application in 196L 

Chancellor Willy Brandt of 
West Germany said Britain’s 
entry will caiTy political as 
well as economic advantages 
for Europe. 

He said in Bonn tiiat the 
112-vote majority in Parlia¬ 
ment showed the decision was 
not weak-hearted. 

Joseph Luns, the former 
Dutch foreign minister wiui 
led the fight to bring Britain 
into the market, said Parlia¬ 
ment’s vote “fills me with 
gi-eat joy indeed.” 

.Luns said the vote means 
Britain has “fInaUy decided to 
take its rightful place in 
Europe by joining the Euroijc- 
an community.” 

Comments from Canadian 
politidans stressed that the 
British decision, while expect¬ 
ed, dramatized groiving pres¬ 
sure on Canada to search out 
and nail down markets for its 
products.

Opposition Leader Robert 
Stanfield said Britain’s mov'e 
“makes it more difficult tor us 
and we’ve now got to work 
harder to exploit our possibili¬ 
ties in the common market as 
a whole.” 

He described the common 
market as “quite protec¬ 
tionist” in terms of agricul¬ 
tural products and indicated 
Onada would find it more 
difficult to sell commodities 
such as wheat 

“bimlng on top of the U.S. 
protectionist measures,” said 
Max Saltiman, economics 
spokesman for the New Dem¬ 
ocratic Party, “it looks like 
wVre iielng buffetted from all 
directions.”

Scant Sympathy 


TRY AS I might I cannot te-ing myself to 
any great pitch of sympathetic outpouring for 
tha supposed down-trodden, over-exploited 
profession athlete. 

The book and magazine article market 
has been glutted with exposes of the money 
powers behind sport and how tie lowly ath¬ 
lete has been shcMl-changed, kept in bondage 
and left a physical wreck. 

Professional organizers, like lawyer Alan 
Cagleson, men who make a good buck out of 
representing athletes like Bobby Orr. Dale 
T^on, etc., scream bloody murder about the 
option or reserve clauses in contrqcts and 
seek governmental intervention to right the 
wrong. 

THE AVERAGE NHL player is making 
better than $20,000 per season. Some, like Orr 
and Phil Esposito, are contracted for $150,000 
and up. If this is peonage, please show me 
Vvhere to sign. 

The average NHL player would have trou¬ 
ble making four bucks an hour on civvy 
street. His skills at playing a game not only 
give him the chance to make big money, but 
open doors to business opportunities that look 
after him long after his participating days 
are over. 

For this he is bound to one team. That 
team controls his hockey career. It can trade 
him, send him to the minors, cut him out¬ 
right. But remember too, that.without some 
sort of option or reserve clause, the game 
would become a shambles in short order. 

If players were allowed to jump from one 
team to another, to sell their services to the 
highest bklder without any restrictions, then 
it should be obvious what would happen. The 
rich teams would get richer and stronger, the 
poor would slowly sink to the bottom of the 
heap. There has to be some sort of option or 
reserv'e clause. 

Physical damage. Certainly hockey 
players and football, players get injured, but 
these players know the risk involved. Nobody 
holds a gun to their heads. They can quit any 
time the mood strikes them. Much has been 
made of the alleged fact that players are 
forced to play while injured, in 25 years of 
close association with sport I have seen re¬ 
markably few instances of such callous treat¬ 
ment. 

THE CHARGE is they play only for the 
money and would get out If anything else 
worthwhile showed up. Gordie Howe is a 
wealthy man. he did not need to play 25 
years. Johnny Unitas is a wealthy man, he 
continues to play. Boh Pulford is wealthy, he

still plays. There will never be any tag days 
for Jean Beliveau. but he played until this 
season. They did not need the money. Most of 
the ones I have mentioned — and there are 
many Tirore — make more outside the game 
than they do from the game. 

The terms hockey bum, football bum, are 
used to describe players who hang in to the 
bitter end and then find themselves broke and 
with no skills to fall back on. Today, very 
few athletic bums. 

LET .ME give you a few for examples 
from Canadian football. Vic Chapman, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to Pierre Trudeau. 
Don Getty, a member of Peter Lougheed’s 
Alberta cabinet. Rollin Prather, president of 
an oil company. Johnny Munro. vic^. 
president. Canada Life. Johnny Bright, hign 
school principal. Russ Jackson, high school 
principal. Herb Capozzi, very rich buslne8.s- 
man — and he made his own money, didn't 
get it from papa Cap. Normie Dwong, ownei- 
of large dry cleaning chain. Harvey Wylie, 
vice-president of a pipeline company in Hous¬ 
ton. Normie Hill, neurosurgeon. Tex Couter, 
much sought-after portrait artist. Bud Mar- 
quardt, assistant general manager The Bay, 
Winnipeg. I could go on to the bottom of this 
page. 

Some of the books, some of the articles, 
do have legitimate gripes when it comes to 
the using of pep pills — benzedrene. Not all 
players use them, but many do and the 
blame for his does hang on the club owners, 
because indirectly they know of such abuses. 
The trainer gets the pills through the club 
physician and passes them out to the players. 

It is stupid and should be halted, no mistake. 

Professional sport is a business and run 
on the idea of winning and making money. 
Everything else is secondary. Fuimy, but this 
seems to be the idea in most business en¬ 
terprises. 

FOOTBALL is brutal, hockey is brutal, 
rugger is brutal? Damned rough to say the 
least and some of the TV showings aren't 
calculatad to give our youngsters a sense of 
fair play. ITie stick springing, fighting, etc., 
do nothing for the sport and happily, the 
NHL has at least moved to curb some of this 
by recent rule changes. More house-cleaning 
is in order. 

But my original theme remains intact. The 
professional athlete is such by choice and he 
makes a very healthy buck from it. It’s an 
over-worked quote, but certainly applicable 
in this instance.

Dcae Dr. ThoeteaM: I am a 
man, 64, in fairly good health 
except for Insomnia, I can 
take tranquilizers, sleeping 
capaulet, or nothing at all, 
but try as I may, about two 
hours is' as much sleep as I 
can get. 

This lack of sleep makes 
me sick to my stomach. 

I exercise, work outside, get 
plenty of fresh air, but noth¬ 
ing seems to help. — H. E. M. 

I’ll give your several 
thoughts on this, hoping that 
at least one will help you. but 
I wish you would ^ve some 
attention to the first remark 
I’ll make. You’ll probably 


scoff at first, but think It 
over. - 

It is known that moet people 
who complain of lack of sleep 
get more than they realize. 
Nurses have observed it 
often: patients say they can't 
sleep, but the nurses repea¬ 
tedly find these "sleepless" 
patients sfioozing and some- 
timetf snoring. 

I’ll admit that it’s not fun to 
wake up repeatedly; it’s no 
fun to feel that you want to go 
to sleep and can’t But what 
actually happens in many 
oases is that a person is cons¬ 
ciously awake, dropa off to 
sleep for a time, again be¬ 
comes conscious of being 
awake without realizing that a 


period of sleep has inter¬ 
vened. 

This may be your answer. 

One important factor in in¬ 
somnia is psychological: de¬ 
pression, anxiety, and worry, 
often not recognized by the in¬ 
dividual. 

Stimulating beverages (cof¬ 
fee, tea, or any of the cola 
drinks, which contain caf¬ 
feine) should be avoided late 
in the day. 

Vague aches and pains can 
disturb sleep, but you don't 
mention any, except to say 
that loss of sleep makes you 
"sick to your stomach." I’d 
recommend havirvg your doc¬ 
tor check you over In case it’s 
the reverse.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— A U.S. federal appeal 
court, saying some na¬ 
tional security matters 
“lie outside its province," 
refused Thursday to 

grant conservation 
groups an order delaying 
the five-megaton nuclear 
weapons test set for 
early next month beneath 
Alaska’s Amchitka Is¬ 
land. 

But the three-judge panel of 
the U.S. Oourt of Appeals for 
the District of Oodumbia, in 
an unsigned oinion, did order 
the government to provide 
hitherto-aecret official studies 
which allegedly conclude that 
environmental damage could 
result from the underground 
explosion, biggest ever 
planned by the United States. 

The decision cleared the 
way for the explosion, code- 
named (Cannikin, unless the 
conservation groups win a re- 
vensal firom the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court. It was not 
known whether leaders of the 
coalition would appeid. 

The appeals court ruled that 
it was **in no position at this 
juncture to enter a stay order 
that would interject the court 
into national security matters 
that lie outside its province.” 

The panel, headed by Chief 
Judge David Bazelon. first 
gave the government until 4 
p.m. to make the 8 (udy docu¬ 
ments av^able to U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Oorge Hart, as 
Hart had requested. It will be 
up to him to decide whether 
to make the material public.

Tories Can Take

FREDERKTTON (CP) —

"I’m now convinced that, 
not only can the 'Tnideau gov¬ 
ernment be beaten but, our 


party can do It . , , it’s there 
for us to take.” 

Stanfield made his com¬ 
ments as early returns, show¬ 
ing sharp Conservative gains, 
came in from the New¬ 
foundland election. 

The Tory chief also said it 
was “stupid” to encourage So¬ 
viet leaders to attack the 
United States from a Canadi¬ 
an platform. 

“Ihe slieer closeness of our 
two countries and the inten¬ 
sity of our mutual interaction, 
combined with the disparity 
between us in terms of wealth 
and pow«r ~ all these things 
guarantee there will be prob¬ 
lems in U.S.-Canadlan rela¬ 
tions.” 


Indians are prepared to take 
even more drastic steps to 
support their demands for im¬ 
provements in education and 
living conditions on the three 
reserves.

PRINCETON. N.J. (UPI) — 
A conference which opens Fri¬ 
day on the FBI has received a 
long letter from J. Edgar 
Hoover In which he praises 
tlie agency for innovattons in 
liumEine treatment of suspect¬ 
ed criminals and acknowl¬ 
edges that his controversial 
administration has not been 
without mistadees. 

Hoover declined an invita¬ 
tion to send a representative 
to the two-day “nonpartisan, 
objective attempt to under¬ 
stand the structure of the FBI 
and its nrie and powers in 
American society.” 

Instead, he wrote a 3,400- 
word “defence” — the quotes 
are his — to be read at the 
meeting of 55 lawyers, jour¬ 
nalists. scholars and former 
justice department members 
on the Princeton University 
campus, sponsored by the 
Woodrow Wilson bcIkxiI of 
public and international af¬ 
fairs. 

One person was quoted In 
press reports as saring “the 
study c(^d be criticized as 
being stacked against the 
FBI,” Hoover said. ’The 76- 
year-old director of the FBI 
for 47 years said he recalled 
“the story the frontier 
judge who said he would first 
give the defendant a fair trial 
and then hang him.”

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Vietnam Peace Hope Revives

slowed to the point where both sides are content to 
hold their positions and the only offensive action Ls 
In probing patrols. 

Although the weather is generally ideal for 
armor, there has been little or no effort to take ad¬ 
vantage of L. And this state of affairs has con 
linued for some weeks. 

It is a temptation to conclude that both sides 
are war-weary, that the lull perhaps portends over- 
tui’es of one kind or another, and that in Hanoi and 
Saigon — as well as Washington and Peking — no 
one is anxious to disturb the relative calm in which 
negotiations could take place with some hope of 
success. 

On the occasion of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu’s inauguration on Monday, which is also 
South Vietnam's anniversary of Independence, the 
biggest release of prisoners of war will take place. 
More than 600 Viet Cong will be freed and anothei* 
2,300 will be accepted Into what the Saigon govern 
ment calls its “open arms’* program for indoctrina 
tion, followed shortly by release to their villages as 
agents of the administration in various fields. 

All of these people are South Vietnamese who 
were captured while serving with Viet Cong regi¬ 
ments. 'They were reluctant soldiers, in many in¬ 
stances, conscripted at the point of a gun and their 
families held to hostage. But the amnesty is an en¬ 
couraging sign, nevertheless. 

Saigon sources anticipate a new peace initia¬ 
tive from President Thieu during the anniversary 
celebrations. 

In Washington, Henry Kissinger, just back 
from Peking where he has been arranging details 
of President Nixon’s visit to China next year, says 
the Vietnam war will be ended by negotiation or 
Vietnamization rather than by tall^s with Peking. 


That view is consistent with the expected effort by 
President Thieu — who needs a popular gimmick 
for his political future’s sake. 

But whether or not Mr. Kissinger believes 
talks in Peking can bring peace to Vietnam, there 
is no doubt the Chinese government’s attitude will 
have an immense, if not decisive bearing on any fu¬ 
ture negotiations between North and South. Here¬ 
tofore the Communist Chinese position has been un¬ 
compromising, even to the point of disapproval of 
the so-called Paris peace talks. And aid of all sorts 
has poured into North Vietnam, tanks, aircraft, 
guns and rockets, as well as the artisans and ad¬ 
visers to ensure their satisfactory adaptation. 

Meanwhile, the ravolutionary campaign, front¬ 
ed by the inappropriately named liberationists, has 
been progressing in Laos, Cambodia, Thailand. 
Burma, and latterly, Malaya, this, too, supposed 
by If not originating in Red China. 

Peking, of course, has long been insulated 
against effective question or criticism in an Isola¬ 
tion not altogether without advantages. 

Now, if Peking sends diplomats to NeW York, 
they will be exposed to demands for explanation of 
policy which has been for years aimed at subver¬ 
sion and civil war to extend Mao Tse-tung’s kind of 
communism. These gentlemen, and the machina¬ 
tions of their government, will be under a spotlight 
where once they worked in the shadow. It could be 
that this will prove a healthful sort of exposure. 

The world will see, presently, whether Peking 
rightly belongs in the membership of a peace-keep¬ 
ing body like the United Nations; or whether that 
forum will be used simply as another outlet for rev- 
olutionaiy propaganda. 

The Vietnam tragedy invites the intei-vention 
of China as a peace-maker rather than as a provo¬ 
cateur. It would be a happy surprise to see a 
change of attitudes. 


Pipeline Confrontation 


' I ’HERE HAS BEEN some confusion over the 
A- ability of other corporations including B.C. 
Hydro to contend simultaneously on an equal 
basis with Malaspina Gas Pipeline Ltd. before the 
Public Utilities Commission for approval of plans 
to build a natural gas pipeline to .serv^e Vancouver 
Island. But it seems now to be at an end. 

Five proposals for the pipeline Were submitted 
In response to a provincial ^vernment invitation. 
Malaspina, reportedly with the highest estimated 
cost but deemed by the cabinet to meet best the 
specifications in the invitation, was given govern¬ 
ment approval to seek a PUC certificate of public 
convenience and necessity, I'equired befoie a final 
cabinet decision. 

B.C. Hydro, which sought to build a pipeline in 
a southern location at an estimated cost of $4.5 
million, subsequently decided to apply as a prime 
proposer if possible to the PUC for a certificate. So 
did Centennial Natural Gas Pipeline, which like 
Malaspina had proposed a line from Williams Lake 
to Powell River and across the strait, the route 


preferred by the government, and at a lower cost 
than Malaspina’s $97 million. 

It Is clear now that only Malaspina will be ca¬ 
tegorized by the PUC as a prime proposer, and that 
Hydro and Centennial may appear at the commis¬ 
sion’s public hearing on the Malaspina application 
as intervenera to question the company’s case for a 
certificate. If there is any doubt left, It is in regard 
to Hydro or CentenniaJ being permitted to put 
before the commission (and thereby the public) 
their own propossUs, not in the form of applications 
for certificates but for comparative purposes. 

Whether they can —xas distinctly suggested 
earlier this week by PUC chairman J. F. K. English 
— or cannot. In theory at least the chance exists 
that one of them may later apply successfully if the 
Malaspina proposal is rejected. And this together in 
Hydro’s instance with the duty to secure the lowest 
possible price for a natural gas supply, should en 
sure that a lot of questions are ask^ and answered 
at the public hearings, out in the open where they 
belong.

It is from these academic 
dovecots the sounds of mourn¬ 
ing that it soon will be all 
over are heard. 

So what’s it ail cost, this 
Great Language Experimmt?

•history, it leaves a permanent 
legacy of two languages >- on

senior level, of the govern¬ 
ment itself. 

This currenUy requires a 
staff of 850 translators to 
process the 150 million words 
a year the administration 
speaks and writes. Cost this 
year: $11 million. 

Add on the $9,100,000 the 
language schools are costing 
this year $7,134,000 last 
year and $5,136,000 in 1969. 

Most of that $9,100,000 goes 
to carry the language schools 
payroll where the staff ap¬ 
proaches 700, moat of them 
teaching French. 

Finally, there’s the "hidden 
cost" of the work-days lost by 
civil servants taking language 
training. 

From every department, 
board, commission, bureau 
and federal agency, in answer 
to a series of questions asked 
in the Commons by Maritime 
ConservaUve MP Robert 
Coates, has come an account¬ 
ing of the number of employ¬ 
ees attending the many dif¬ 
ferent government language 
schools. 

A toUl so far of 10.552 civil 
servants has gone back to 
schood. Total working hours 
>loat from their regular gov¬ 
ernment jobs for the current 
year alone has been calculat¬ 
ed officially at 1,203,232. 

★ ★ ★ 

Usually only senior civil 
servants get to go to language 
school — the training Is too 
costly for clerks and atenos — 
so the average hourly pay 
rate should run about $10. 

So add on another 
$12,000,000 to the cost of it all. 

Total, then, for only one. 
the current, year of the eight 
the program has been run¬ 
ning. adds up to around $32 
million. Tack on the $9 million 
investment in the now-expired 
"Bi and Bi” Commission, and 
the $12 million capital invest¬ 
ment in the language schools, 
and it comes out to better 
than $50 million. 

And that’s just the visible 
tip of the iceberg. 


W E would appreciate 
space to make a few 
comments relative to the pro- 
(losed subdivision on the 
borders of city-owned U|>()er 
’Thetis Lake. 

The original plan of the de¬ 
velopers had b^n for a sub« 
division for approximately 600 
houses plus schools, stores, 
etc., but approval of this plan 
was not foi ihooming. Ifowever, 
the area is zoned for a sub¬ 
division consisting of 10-acre 
lots, and it is now the intention 
of the developers to proceed 
on this basis if approval is 
given by the provincial high¬ 
ways department. 

We feel that should this 
take place it will be only a 
matter of time before restric¬ 
tions are relaxed and the 10- 
acre parcels will be further 
subdivided, bringing about the 
same situation as would exist 
if the original plan had been 
proceeded with. 

Approximately 245 acres of 
the land in question drain 
into Upper Thetis Lake and 
this would result in pollution 
of the Thetis lakes. Further¬ 
more. as the boundaries of 
the subdivision are only ap¬ 
proximately 100 yards from 
Upper Thetis Lake, it would 
also bring about pollution of 
this entire beautiful natural 
area by Influx of people. 

It is the opinion of the 700 
members of Thetis Park Na¬ 
ture Sanctuary Association 
that the only way to presen-e 
the natural aspects of Upper 
Thetis area and to maintain 
the present quality of the two 
lakes is by acquisition of an 
additional 245 acres of that 
watershed area lying to the 
west of the park.

At a timt when Peking is 
making lU biggest effort since

current issue of China Recon¬ 
structs of a map showing 
China's territory stretching 
all tlie way from the Ussuri 
River to the territorial limits 
of Sarawak has provided a 
salutary caution to Its SouUt- 
east Asian neighbors. 


'lliere is nothing acckientai 
about the publication of the 
map of the accompanying ar¬ 
ticle. Nor is there any room 
for error on the part of the 
reader.

The text says clearly: 
“When the sun rises over the 
Wusuli (Ussuri) River in the 
northeast, the Pamirs in the 
west are still dark. When bliz¬ 
zards wrap the north in 
winter, spring sowing is under 
way on Hainan Island in the 
aoullt. The Tsengmu Reef, the 
southernmost part of China, is 


close to U)e lu^uator and stays 
hot tile year round." 

Lest there should still be 
any doubt, the accompanying 
map puts the Tsengmu Reef 
within 20 miles of Sarawak 
and encompasses in the name 
of the People's Republic of 
China all the South and East 
China seas, including Taiwan 
and thousands of other is¬ 
lands. 

For 20 years China has 
claimed a large section of the 
Soiith China Sea, including the 
Paracel (Hisisha) and Spratly 
(Nanwei) Islands, but the new 


map extends C3iina's south¬ 
ward territorial boundary by 
hundreds of miles.

The map is important in 
other ways, too. It doesn't re¬ 
cognize the division of Viet¬ 
nam and it omits any refer¬ 
ence to Malaysia.

Aniohl Smith Welcomes British Move 


Good for Commonwealth 


By DAVID SPARK, from Louduii 

“I used to be a Commortwealth man,” I heard 
a fellow journalist says lately. “Now I’m for Euixipe.” 

Ai-nold Smith, the Commonwealth’s seci^ry- 
general, is for both Europe and the CZommonwealth. 
He accepts that Britain’s joining the Common Mar¬ 
ket pi’esent.s ti*ade problems for Commonwealth 
countries, but he has btH?n an advocate of Britain’s 
joining with EXiix>pe since he was in Bmssels and 
London as a Canadian diplomat in the 193()s. ‘Thei’e’s 
quite a history,’ he says, ‘of the Commonwealth and 
EXn\>pe being viewed as alternatives. But it’s all 
pi*etty phony.’ 


Arnold Smith "The Boss ' 
as they call him at Marl¬ 
borough House. I..ondon, home 
of the Commonwealth Secre¬ 
tariat is a tall, informal 
man of 56 in blue suit and 
stri|jed sWrt. He is the Com¬ 
monwealth's first secretary- 
general and ii]L. his second 
five-year term in the job. 

The key point aUjut Aniold 
Smith’s thinking is that his is 
anti-isolationist. After study¬ 
ing at Oxford before the war, 
he decided against returning 
to an isolationist Canada. 

"It was obvious that the fu¬ 
ture of our generation warf 
going to de(>end on what we 
did about Hitler,’* he said. 
There were not mi^ jobs on 
offer in Europe in tliose days. 
He ttxjk one he saw adver¬ 
tised in The Times, to lecture 
on economics in Estonia, one 
of the small Baltic states on 
the Western fringe of Russia. 


He also became assistant 
editor and later editor of The 
Baltic Times. It was pub¬ 
lished in English because it 
circulated in other Baltic 
states besides Estonia, and to 
have published it in German 
or Russian would have had 
lK»litical overtones. 

Later he joined the British 
diplomatic service as an atta¬ 
che at the Estonian capital, 
Tallinn; 

'The Baltic states were 
scared of both * Stalin and 
Hitler — and with good rea¬ 


son, lor It was not long Inffoie 
Russia swallowed up Estonia, 
and Latvia and Lithuania too. 

Wlien this happened, Ainold 
Smith and others had a strug¬ 
gle getting out. At first the 
Russians would not let them 
leave through Russia. 'Tliey 
wanted tliem to go by way of 
Germany wliere tliey would 
have bwn interned, for the 
Second World War was in 
progress. 

"The>; said they didn’t re¬ 
cognize the existence of impe¬ 
rialist wars." Smith recalled. 

it it it 

The war made people in 
Britain and elsewhere cons¬ 
cious that their destiny was 
linked to that of other coun¬ 
tries throughout the world. 
But Arnold Smith beJie\es 
there has been some retreat 
from this internationalism. 

He is concerned to combat 
any new isolationism between 
continents, such as is threat¬ 
ened Ity the trade and money 
disputes between the United 
States, Europe, and Japan. 

"(Zontinental isedationism," 
he has written, “could prove 
as dangeiXMis in the 1970s and 
19808 as national isdlatkxiism 
proved in the 1920s and 
19308.’’ 

This is why he thinks the 
(Zommonweal^ valuable: nut 
as a sentimental association, 
nor as an economic or politi¬ 
cal bloc, but as sui association 
which links people of different 
races and different continents 
through a common working

language and similar wu\.^ of 
doing things. 

He wrote in one of liis i^e- 
ports: "The major dang(*rs lie 
in the area of relations be¬ 
tween races, between the in¬ 
dustrialised and the develop¬ 
ing countries, and between 
peoples of different continents 
and regions. A Common¬ 
wealth which straddles tliese 
problems can be increasingly 
relevant." 

The Cummonwealtli has 32 
member states, and 24 of 
them have representatives 
among Smith's staff. French- 
speaking statira ^have formed 
a similar association with 
headquarters in Paris. Cana¬ 
da and Mauritius are in both. 

'The secretary-general of the 
French association is, like 
Smith, a (Zanadian — Jean- 
Marc Leger, formerly deputy 
editor of a French-Canadlan 
newspaper. “We have devel¬ 
oped pretty good working re¬ 
lations. I’d known him beforb. 
He’s a friend." said Smith. 

In the cause of Common¬ 
wealth consultaticm and coop¬ 
eration Smith travels widely, 
on average 10,000 miles a 
month. “It’s happily not every 
month." 


He lias enjoyed working 
with (Zommonwealth leaders, 
but "I must say the stresses 
and strains between races and 
countries have been oc~ 
casionally hot and heavy. I 
am anxious to lessen these 
stresses and strains." 

Since all the present Com¬ 
monwealth countries became 
inde|>endent on the basis of 
majijrity rule, it is not hard to 
iindei'stand their concern over 
Rhodesia But Smith believes 
that tiiere is a tremendous de¬ 
sire for goixl relations with 
Britain despite clashes over 
Rhixlesia and over South Afri¬ 
can arms.

"I have no doubt that what 
(Zommonwealth (XHintries re¬ 
ally want is first-class and 
friendly relations." 

He believes that, because of 
similarity of working meth¬ 
ods, Commonwealtii coopera¬ 
tion in Iwlping poor countries 
scores relatively high for cost- 
effectiveness. "In the educa¬ 
tional and technical fielcLs you 
can get more development for 
a given injection of re¬ 
sources." 

He and his staff arrange 
conferences of education min¬ 
isters and finance ministers. 

It is now widely re(x>gnized 
tliat the world’s poorer coun¬ 
tries, many of them in tiie 
Commonwealth, heed a better 
chance to sell manufactured 
goods in the rich countries. 
This can help their people to 
earn a i’easonsd>l« living. 
it it it 

The (Zomm(Hi Market coun¬ 
tries have just responded to 
this need by agreeing to 
admit some goods duty-free. 

However, to take full advan¬ 
tage of such (^portunlties the 
poorer countries have to be 
able to market and promote 
their goods in the richer coun¬ 
tries, and they may lack the 
resources and the know-how 
for doing so. Helping them in 
this is the aim of Arnold 
Smith’s new export fund, 
which got the green light at a 
conference In the Bahamas 
recently.

There was uproar tat the 
Oommons when the resuR was 
announced by Speaker Selwyn 
Uoyd, a one-time Tory 
foreign secretary.

WASHDiGTON (UPI)

months in September, with 
exports soaring to an all-time 
high of $4.5 bUlion. 

Word of the economic 
breakthrough came from the 
U.S. Commerce Defiartment 
HHirsday as the president de¬ 
clared: "We have launched 
an offensive in this battle 
against inflation, and we sre 
going to win this batUe.” 

The U.S. trade surplus of 
$2^.4 miUion in September, 
the first full month of the im¬ 
port surcharge, reversed s 
record of five consecutive 
months of deficits. 


But officials said the United 
SUtes Hu had a $670.7 biUksi 
trade deficit so far this year 
— through September — and 
would need monthly surpluses 
averaging at least $224 mUlion 
for the rest of the year to 
avert the first annual trade 
deficit since 1893. 

It was the string of monthly 
deficits tx>talling nearly $1.4 
billion starting in April that 
prompted the president to 
slap an emergency 10-per-cent 
tariff on imports and order de 
facto devaluation of the doUar 
overseas in mid-August. 

The goal of both controver¬ 
sial moves was to make 
American goods cheaper and 
more competitive in foreign 
markets. 

The commerce "department 
said it was too early to mea¬ 


sure the full impact -of the 
emergency meaaures on the 
U.S. foreign trade position. 

But ftssistant commerce 
secretary Harold Passer said 
that although many imports 
were exempt from the sur¬ 
charge in September because 
they were in transit, “concern 
about higher import costs 
may have begun to induce 
cancellations of orders and 
cutbacks in shipments from 
supplier countries." 

Also, he said, the three- 


month shutdown of West 
Coast ports crlpided the flow 
of inerts, which are heavier 
ther^ than the volume of ex- 
porijs. And exports appeared 
to exceed imports as Ameri¬ 
can businessmen rushed ship¬ 
ments before the walkout 
east and Gulf (joast long¬ 
shoremen that began Oct. 1.

Gahler Leaves Alauettes 


There is a new market developing tar herring, which may 
intensify the fishing of British Columbia's herring stocks for 
food purposes, but it hasn't yet reached the magnitude where 
It might endanger herring stocks. 

But sports salmon fisherman, who are just winding up 
their biggest bonanza year since 1963, should he keeping a 
close watch on any new exploitation of herring stocks. An¬ 
glers who pay most attention to conservation maintain it is 
the rehabilitation of herring stocks that has brought back the 
salmon fishing. 

Four years ago herring stocks were almost wiped out and 
all herring fishing for reduction purposes was stopped. 

Commercial fisherman also had bonanza salmon fishing 
this year. 

The new exploitation of the herring is for cured herring 
roe for the Japanese markets and presently is only seen as 
using around 8,000 tons of herring a year. 

But. it could be the thin edge of the wedge. 

Fish comfYsnies have taking the whole herring, freezing 
them, and then shipping the whole herring to Japan where 
the Japanese have taken the roe and cured it themselves. 

Now the fishing Industry is trying to do the whole opera¬ 
tion here ... and it te a high labor operation which requires 
removal of the roe by hand. 

’ Only the roe is used for food purposes, the remainder of 
the herring being used for reduction purposes in small plants 
used by the industry for reduction of salmon offal. 

Fisheries Director Rod Hourston assured this writer 
Thursday there will be no herring fishery for reduction pur¬ 
poses, as such, this year. Herring fishing will be allowed only 
for ((xxl and bait, as has been allowed all along. 

There is no closure and no quota on the herring fishery 
for food and bait, but the average catch has been around 
10.0(X) tons, compared to the average of 2S0,0(X) tons a year 
wiien a reduction fishery was allowed. 

But the federal fisheries is accelerating a program to en¬ 
courage herring fishing for food purposes. 

This past spring the herring spawn on the B.C. coast was 
up 122 miles from the 25-year average to 322 miles of spawn, 
compared to the 2(X) miles of spawn on the 25-year average. 

Fisheries think that by encouraging food fishing of her¬ 
ring they may increase the catch to 20,(X)0 tons from present 
10,000 tons, and they hcg)e for an even bigger oatdu 

"We have rehabilitated the herring spawning stocks back 
higher than it was," observed Hourston. 

There doesn't api^ear to be an immediate threaf to her¬ 
ring stocks by over fishing, but sports and commercial salm¬ 
on fishermen should be pre^ja^ to keep a close watch on the 
situation and make sure it isn’t allowed to get out of hand 
again, ever. 


Oiwichan Bay is full of coho now. but the fishing has 
been on and off, good one day, scratch fishing the next. 

A lot of the coho have already gone up the river in the 
rainy weather of earlj^eek. This is an indicator of more 
good fishing three and four years from now. 

When the Qiwichan fish are on the bite they are taking a 
fly readily and Pete Lambert reports they are on the Caw- 
ichan side of the bay, one-third of the way across and to¬ 
wards the weed line, with another big concentration around 
Skinner Point. 

Saanich Inlet, from Flnlayson Arm. through Bamberton, 
Indian Bay and on to Deep Cove has been providing excep¬ 
tionally go^ coho fishing and some smaller Chinooks. 

Oak Bay has bi^en g(xxl for coho to 12 pounds on strip, 
luxitchie and fly, at all depths from six ounces to one pound 
of weight. Discovery Island, Fiddle Reef and Trial Island 
waters are all producing. A few smaller Chinooks are being 
taken, but the main chinook fishing hasn’t started. 

^Redder Bay>^ Becher Bay — Secretary Island waters 
are also giving up Chinooks to 13 pounds, but the big run of 
winter Chinooks has yet to arrive. The coho are still providing 
lively action, but they are being taken deep, 100 feet of Une, 
one-pound of weight. 

Anglers have taken a few chinooks off Duncan Bay at 
Campbell River. 


Chid weather will soon slow down the lake fishing, but it 
should remain fair this weekend. 

But. that same cold weather could bring the early steel- 
head into the rivers. 

Little Qualicum has been good for searun cutthroat on 
spinners and worm. 

The Gold and Quinsam should he worth trying. Harris 
Creek has been pr^ucing, and Oycuse and Gordon are 
worth trying. The early fish seem to enter the river and keep 
on going, so fish the upper reaches for them.

UCLA Gets Wrists Slapped 
For Recruiting Violations

The University of California 
at Los Angeles has received 
what amounted to a "wrist¬ 
slapping from the NCAA for 
violatkxn in the recruiting of 
footoall and track star James 
McAlister. 

A one-year probation "with¬ 
out restrictions" was adminis¬ 
tered-by the NCAA council in 
Kansas City, meaning that the 
Bruins will remain eligible for 
post-season competition in all 
•ports. 

The penalty grew out of the 
controversial McAlister case 
which flared last June, when 
the celebrated hsdfback and 
world class long jumper was 
declared ineligible under 
NCAA rules for having taken 
a pre-entrance test on a non- 
approved date. 

STILL DIFFERENCES 

It does not, however, termi¬ 
nate the sharp differences of 
option between UCLA athletic 
director J. D. Morgan and the 
NCAA over its interpretation 
of the rules. 

Morgan described the ac¬ 
tion as a "normal follow up" 
by the council in its action 
against McAlister in August 
(when he was ruled ineligible 
for one year) and said UCLA 
"will abide by the rules of the 
probation." 

But he differed sharply with 
the NCAA’s interpr^tion of 
two additional cR^closures 
about the McAlister ca.se 
made Wednesday by Warren 
Brown, the NCAA’s assistant 
executive director in charge 
of enforcement procedures. 

NEW DISCLOSURES 

Those disclosures are: 

• The NCAA discovered 
63 erasures on McAlister's an¬ 
swer sheeta after UCLA had 
declared him eligible last 
year to compete In Freshman 
football and varsity track. 

(Brown said the NCAA was 
never able to substantiate 
who changed the answers, but 
added that UCLA was respon¬ 
sible (or "administering" the 
test.) 

• The NCAA also learned 
that a "representative of 
UCLA's athletic interests’’ 
had co-signed a note on May 
15. 1970, for 11.767.12 in order 
for McAlister to borrow 
money to buy a car. 

NOT GREATLY UPSET 

Morgan seemed not greatly 
upset by the extent of the 
NCAA penalty. "What H 
does," he said, "is tell us to 


When the investigation of the recruitinK of Jim 
McAlister started earlier this summer and it ap¬ 
peared as if he might be suspended, B.C. lions 
of the Canadian Football League piaoed him on 
their *list’ and were reported making attempts to 
lure him to Vancouver. McAlister is rated a tre¬ 
mendous all-round athlete and outstanding pro 
football prospect. 


keep our house in order and 
that we will be subject to a 
review within the next year." 

He denied any "secretive, 
collusive" wrong-doing on 
UCLA’s part. 

"If the council thought we 
were running a renegade, out¬ 
law program here," he said, 
"I’m sure the penalty would 
have been much more se¬ 
vere." 

TEST ERASURES 

Morgan did, however, stren¬ 
uously refute the council’s in¬ 
terpretation of NC^AA recruit¬ 
ing rules stemming from the 
test erasures and the automo¬ 
bile loan. 

He said he was not in¬ 
formed of any details about 
the erasures on the act test 
when he voiced his arguments 
before the NCAA two days 
ago. 

Morgan also disputed the 
NCAA’s announcement that 
UCLA "administered" the 
test — which was taken on 
Pune 2, 1970, by McAlister 
and two football teammates 
from Pasadena’s Blair High 
School, Hermit Johnson and 
Eugene Jones (who are now 
UCT-A varsity players, both 
injured). 

He explained, as he did in 
June, that the three athletes 
took the examination — a 
makeup test for one which 
they missed on April 25, 1970, 
an NCAA-approved data — 
under the supervision of a na¬ 
tional test administrator. 

"We did not administer the 
test,” said Morgan. "What we 
did is arrange for the test to 
be taken. ‘Administer’ is the 
wrong woird, a poor choice of 
words — especially when a 
copy of the resolution from 
the NCAA contains the words 
‘which was arranged by 

As for the automobile loan, 
Morgan said it was not co¬ 


signed by a representative of 
UCLA’s atheltic interests, but 
rather, "by a friend at a rep¬ 
resentative of our athletic 
interests." 

"The NCAA^ constitutiEHi 
covers only an athletic de¬ 
partment staff member or a 
represenUtive of the school’s 
athletic interests," he said.

He explained that McAlister 
had s^ed his Pacific 8 let- 
ter-of-intent — his declaration 
that he had chosen U<XA — 
in March, 1970, thus removing 
him from th epursuit of other 
conference schools. 

LETTER OF INTENT 

McAlister’s national letter- 
of-intent, said Morgan, was 
signed on May 6, 1970, mean¬ 
ing that no other NCAA school 
could attempt to recruit him. 

"The note was co-signed on 
May 15." said Morgan. "I 
don’t .regard that as an in¬ 
ducement to recruit an ath¬ 
lete. The national letter of in¬ 
tent had closed off all recruit¬ 
ing (Ml May 6.” 

Morgan emphasized, howev¬ 
er. that he is "not at (xlds" 
with either the NCAA or the 
council, only that "there are 
differences of opinion.’’ 

"We live by demcxfracy In 
the NCAA,” he saicL “We’re a 
volunteer organizatkxi and 
we'll live by the rules under 
which we are governed.

It also ^tea that Goede's 
tenure application "was re¬ 
jected secretly on the basis of 
secret information,** and that 
"Justice was denied Dr. 
Goede bgi a legal technical¬ 
ity,** arisfaig out of the inef- 
feetiv«eae of the review com¬ 
mittee. 

In the reply, CAUT requests 
university lawyer OecU Bran- 
aon and advis^ board law¬ 
yer David WUUama to wMb- 
draw allegatians that tba oc^ 
ganiaation did not keep the 
administration informed as to 
the chargee against It snd the 
aotkm being taken by CAUT.

It haa two claims to distinc¬ 
tion among rtbtlon art muse- 
uma of the world, Mlaa Bogga 
Bays. It haa alwaya oonaki- 
emd ita raaponalbUltiea to be 
national, and It haa bean par¬ 
ticularly oloae to Canadian ar- 
tiita. 

Htr book notet that the gal- 
lery'a life has been fraught 
with diffloultiei. tome caused 
by fluctuating finances. 

After its founding by the 
Marquis of Lome, then gover- 
nor-generel, the embryo col¬ 
lection languished in obe- 
curity for 77 years, housed 
first in remodelled builders' 
workshopa on Parliament Hill 
and then In a small, dingy up- 
staira gallery. 

But In HOT, the purchase of 
the first work by sn old 
master, Gainsborough'i 1768 
Portrait of Ignatius Sscho for 
$2,ISO. Introduced ■ new 
period. 


“It has never cost the tax¬ 
payer as much as five cents 
per capita a year," aays tta 
director. Dr. Jean Sutherland 
Hoggs, who has ohronioled the 
gallery's history In a beau¬ 
tifully llluatratad book. 

The book notes that from 
1880 to«lS68 the gaUery re¬ 
ceived a total of only 
17,360,600 from tha govam- 
ment. 

Simply tlUad The National. 
Gallery of Canada, tha 127.50 
volume was publlahad Thurt- 
day by Oxford Univaralty 
Press. It Is the gallery's first 
comprehensive history. 

Housed In ^ a reroodallad 
modem office hulldli^, the 
gallery, however, still cannot 
present Its collection effeo- 
tively to the public. 

"The Canadian oollactlon 
suffers the most serious depri¬ 
vation. since it cannot be seen 
in any continuity." she says. 

The gsUery also had to de- 
. velop other ways of making 
the public aware of the ooUec- 
tiun, which must be expanded 
If the gallery la to continue as 
s national resource for exhibi¬ 
tions outside Ottawa. 

A former art professor and 
curator of ths Art Gallery of 
Tonmtn. Miss Boggs took

Tomer la marked to an engi¬ 
neer. and la the mother of two 
children. Many women In her 
command are married to reg¬

"It la the 
city girl from a prosperous 
family who haa the greateat 
problem In adjusting. But 
there are few complaints. 
They all recognize It aa a duty 
to larael, and accept it." 

On the subject of the mar¬ 
ried officer'a possibly out¬ 
ranking her husband, Col. 
Tomer smiled and aald, “We 
are not officers at home."

“We don't actually give peo¬ 
ple any cash, but we will pay 
for these things, or it will go 
towards gas money for people 
who run their own cars and 
who drive these people 
around." 

She said that apart from 
low-cdst housing there Is a 
need in Victoria (or more vol¬ 
unteer drivers, especially for 
peo(4e going into the Gorge 
hospital for therapy and treat¬ 
ments on a regular basis. 

Loneliness, she said, is also 
a'major problem for the el¬ 
derly. 

Often the old people who 
are looking for help are really 
simply in need of a friend. 

"We try to fill this gap as 
well, by offering our friend¬ 
ship." said Mrs. Me Vie. 

She said the counsellors 
also help the elderly with 
such matters as applying for 
pensions and supplement, or 
for bus passes. 

“Sometimes we help them 
with legal affairs — not actu¬ 
ally giving legal advice of 
course, but telling them 
where they can go, and help¬ 
ing them get around."

Federal Trade Minister 
Jean-Luc Pepin, in Victoria to 
attend the federal-provincial 
tourism conference, said 
Thursday he felt the Canadian 
government “kept its cool" 
over President Nixon's tax 
surcharge announcement. 

“I don’t say everything we 
did was right, but in some 
cases, I would even say we 
were anticipatory," Pepin 
told the CoTcAist in an inter¬ 
view at the Empress Hotel. 

Pepin said he takes the op¬ 
portunity, whenever the oc- 
caafion arises, to let U.S. bus¬ 
inessmen or government of¬ 
ficials with whcMn he deals 
know how Canada feels about 
the surcharge. 

"I tell them the rationale 
applied by Connally (U.S. 
Treasury Secretary John 0)n- 
nally) does not apply," he 
said. 

He said Connally rational¬ 
ized the surcharge imposition 
on d^anada by saying it was 
because Canada’s trade bal¬ 
ance was favorable. 

“If that is true, then how 
about Mexico? 

“Connally has a treasury- 
type mind," Pepin said. “He 
lo^s down the list of trade 
balances, and sees a $1.2 bil¬ 
lion surplus where there was 
a deficit two years ago, and 
pounces on it ... He forgets 


about the balance of pay¬ 
ments of $2 billion we must 
pay. ’ 

He said Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson “took the ri^t 
steps" in announcing income 
tax cuts following the sur- 
charge imposition, and 
“didn’t panic." 

“He took steps to counter 
the pessimistic view caused 
by the surcharge announce¬ 
ment, and to stimulate em¬ 
ployment," Pepin said. 

Pepin was due^ to leave 
today to speak to a group of 
travel agents in San Francis- 
oo. >

The provincial government 
Is examining the implications 
tor all B.C. municipalities of a 
court ruling which assessed 
Surrey for $100,000 in back 
payments for welfare patients 
in a private hospital. * 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell discussed the 
issue Thursday at a closed 
door meeting with Surrey 
Mayor William va der Zalm. 

He said the mayor asked 
the government for financial 
assistance in meeting the 
court judgment but received 
no firm undertaking that aid 
would be forUicoming. 

“We agreed to Investigate 
this matter further,” Camp¬ 
bell told reporters later. “It 
will be my job to investigate 
the implications of the court 
judgment on all municipal¬ 
ities in the province. 

Last June, the Supreme 
Court of Canada upheld an 
appeal by King Oorge Hospi¬ 
tal that Surrey should have 
paid a daily rate of $11 for 
welfare patients instead of 
$8.05. 'The backpayments cov¬ 
ered by the judgment amount¬ 
ed to $100,000. 

Rehabilitation Minister Phil 
Gaglardi has said the govern¬ 
ment wasn’t liable for any 
part of the $100,000 bill. 

The city of Victoria has 
been bUled $268,000 by three 
private hospitals. The hospi¬ 
tals claim the money is the 
city’s share of the cost of 
keeping welfare patients since ^ 
1967. 

'The firms are Aberdeen. 


claiming $52,000; Glengarry 
and Glenwarren, each claim¬ 
ing about $108,000. 

'The claims are before the 
courts. Meanwhile the firms 
are continuing to bill city hall 
for their losses on welfare pa¬ 
tients. 

The original suit was 
launched by the three hospi¬ 
tals in 1967. Since that time 
Glengarry and Glenwarren 
have also been billing the city 
for interest on the unpaid 
amounts at 1 per c«it per 
month.

U.K. Votes 


To Join Europe 


LONDON (CP) — Prime Minister Heath won a 
big victory Thui’sday night as the IJouse of Commons 
voted by 356-244 to accept the principles of entering 
the EXiropean Economic Community on negotiated 
teiins 14 months from now. 

The house erupted in noisy celebration as tellers 
reported a majority of 112 on the explosive market 
issue. The marprln, far larger than Heath’s men had 
anticljrated. Included, the votes of a substantial num¬ 
ber oc Labor rebels who bolted the parly line to sup¬ 
port the entry move. 

Centuries Cast Aside 


Despite predictions that 
many members would abstain 
on the historic motion, the 
greatest since tlie Second 
World War, 600 in the 630- 
member Cbmmons filed Into 
the lobbies to voice their deci¬ 
sion. The speaker and two 
deputy chalnnen don’t oast 
ballots. 

Thus Britain cast aside cen¬ 
turies of separation from 
Europe, preparing to link des¬ 
tinies with tlie slx-counti^ 
common market. Still to conn 
is die enabling legislation to 


be introduced early next year. 

'rhe size of the vote Thurs¬ 
day night indicated Uiat 
Heath Is unlikely to have 
much trouble getting the nec¬ 
essary strengtl) for Britain to 
enter formally Jan. 1,1973. 

Heath later said hi a state¬ 
ment that Britain had made 
its hlitorio decision and “tlie 
British people accept tlie chal¬ 
lenge.” 

“Let us sliow ourselves to 
tJiat new world as we would 
wish It to see us — confident, 
proud and strong.” 


Wilson Big Loser 


Opposition leader Harold 
Wilson, who had tried to rally 
Ills 289-member Ijibor party 
to oppose entry, waa the big 
loser. He had tlireatened ear¬ 
lier in tlie evening, before the 
alx-day debate ended, that if a 
Labor go\’emment cornea to 
office, he would try to renego¬ 
tiate tlie Turlei’ negotiated 
terms. 

The size of Uie Heath ma¬ 
jority — Ills party holds m 25- 
seat margin in tlie house ~ 
suggested that the Labor op- 
posiUon ia badly spilt on the 
Issue and that Wilson will 
have diffloulty forming a new 
anti-market line. 


The vote came amid parlia¬ 
mentary rumors that a secret 
deal had been worked out be¬ 
tween Tory managers and 
Labor rebels to ensure paa-.

Jankins. an unbending Euro¬ 
pean, led the Labor rebellion 
amid threats that the party's 
leftwingers, determined anti- 
marketeers. would try to un¬ 
seat him from hla jiariy of¬ 
fice.

Over Wage Increase Restrictions 


Vancouver Island achool trustees and teachers represent¬ 
atives expressed concern and anger at a etatement by Educa¬ 
tion Minister Donald Brothera that ttie government will ref¬ 
use to share the coat of any teachers' salary increases 
beyond 6.5 per cent in the coining year. 

Brothers said the move was made to limit rising wages in 
the wake of 8.9 per cent raises for Vancouver teachers an¬ 
nounced laat week. 

'niursday^mments on Brothers* statement ranged from 
discriminatory to a "wage freeze.” 

OAMPBEUL BIVER school district teachers* aaeocistion 
president Joe Harrison sharply criticized the Brothers move. 

"While the teachers here are sympathetic with the mo¬ 
tives of the government in an apparent attempt to meet eco¬ 
nomic conditions we feel it is unfair to apply this decree to 
teachers alone. 

He aaid be agreed with Adam Robertson, president of the - 
B.C. Teachers' Federation that the move of the education 
Thinlster was an unwarranted intrusion Into teacher-trustee 
bargaining processes. 

Chairman of the wage negotiation committee of the 
Campbell River Teachers’ Association. Doug Couaina said he 
was disappointed in the Brothers step. 

‘Tt would appear Brothers has given boards of school 
trustees backing to strengthen their efforts in resisting in¬ 
creases sought by teachers.” 

Asked about the 8.7 per cent increase sought by the 
Campbell River teachers, Harrison said, "we are confident 
wage negotiations will not go to arbitration but we anticipate 
Ulks will be difficult In the light of Brothers’ stand.'* 

Harriaon said teachers In the Campbell River school dis¬ 
trict were af>prehenslve of cutbsu:ks In the education pro¬ 
gram. 

*Thli will certainly happen in Campbell River,” said 
Harrison, "If the wage freeze Is made to stick and taxpayers 
refuse to pick up the tab for extra money required to main¬ 
tain current standard of education is Campbell River." 

NANAIMO school trustees are concerned about an addi¬ 
tional curb on their spending ability. 

Fred White, the trustee In charge of teachers saltries,

"It knocked our wage negotiations right out of kilter 
when a third party moved in,’’ White said. 

"Thia puts a whole new aspect on negc^ations. We con¬ 
sider it a wage freeze." 

^yidtd said he would be loath to go to referendum for the 
additional money If local teachers ask for more than the 6.5 
per cent because It Is his personal opinion that a referendum 
for more operating funds vrauld not pass. 

He said, the board Is In a double bind with the recently 
announced limitation of an eight per cent increase in overall 
operation costa. Previously the limit was 10 par cent, 

Nanaimo teachers have labelled the limitation diacrimi- 
natory. 

To meet the legitimate salary requests of teachers, 
increased coats will be transferred from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to the district property owners. Frank Sloat, cl^ii> 
man of the Nanaimo District Teachers Association said. 

"We find it incredible that a*other8 would change the 
rules In the middle of negoUatians In view of the fact that he 
knew that aome districts had arrived at salary settlements,” 
he added. 

LADYSMITH school board’s chairman of both the finance 
and teachers salaries committees, H. J. Edwards, said they 
agree with the 6.5 per oent. 

"That’s what we had in mind.'* 

However Edwards expressed concern about the board’s 
position if there is an over-run — that is if the matter goes to 
arbitration and the teachers are granted morj than 6.5 per 
cent. 

CX>IJRTENAY school district chairman Doug Sankey sEdd 
board members, administrators and principals would be 
meeting soon to see how cutbacks could be made without hin¬ 
dering education in the area. 

Probably one of the areas tliat will be looked at In the 
cutbacks is the late^husing system used In the school district, 
although .Sankey could not confirm that it would be dropped.

Whittall said that as soon as he heard the government 
statement that they would share In increued teachers’ sa¬ 
laries above 6.5 per cent he immediately cimtacted members 
of the board’s negotiating committee to find out at M^t stage 
they had reached in talks with teachers representatives. 

"Notwithstanding the minister’s announodnent, it is toe 
opinion of our negotiating committee that reasonableness will 
prevail on both sides and that an honorable settlement can be 
reached in the near future, thus ensuring the continuance of 
the conception ot free collective bargaining, a ixocesa that ia 
most familiar and is concurred in by the peoj^ of this dis¬ 
trict. 

"In all fairness it must be pointed out that wder toe order 
restricting teachers salary increases to 6.5 per cent, the 
board has few options open to it. 

"We can levy taxes to meet the required amount provid¬ 
ed w'e are not served with an official taxpayers protest. 

"Secondly, we can provide for a taxpayers’ referendum 
or we can dilute our education program sufficiently to remain 
within the shareable amount,” Whittal said. 

Innovative classes such as the English for new Canadi¬ 
ans, special classes for the hard of hearing and for those with 
speech problems would be among those which would be 
doomed if cuts had to be instituted. 

CXIWICHAN school board chairman David Haywood and 
Adam Andraachuk. secretary treasurer of Lake Oowichan 
achool board, said that both their boards were presently nego¬ 
tiating with district teachers for their 1972 salary increases. 

"The announcement wUl place a great pressure on our 
operating budget. Our main concern is that the government 
has set this ceiling in wage shareabiUty in addition to their 
108 per cent limit on total cost. As a side issue, this will make 
it even harder to get tax dollars for Malasplna College,” said 
Haywood. ** 

Andraschuk said, "1 found the minister's statement some¬ 
what vague, and since we have not yet received written no¬ 
tification of the decision I can only gather that this is just 
another restriction that we cannot do anything about. If we 
exceed the 6.5 salary increases then we will have to go to ref- 
erendum^ and it that is turned down. It will mean a i«- 
aiTEUigement of priorities in our budget."

"Organize or die.” 

As this blunt message went 
out to construction sites 
throughout Vancouver Island 
today in a growkig battle 
against non-union firms and 
toe lots of hundreds of jobs, 
some tradesmen had already 
heeded toe warning. 

Some 41 unionists were off 
the job at three construction 
projects — two in Victoria 
and one at Courtenay. And 
there was a possibility others 
would Mlow suit. 

The men have left in protest 
against the use of non-union 
workers on the same projects. 

It is part of a major or¬ 
ganizing campaign launched 
by toe Vancouver Island 
Building Trades Council. 

The underlying reason for 
the campaign is heavy unem- 
p 1 o y m e n t among union 
workers. 

John Schibli of Victoria, 
secretary of the council, said 
500 of the council’s estimated 
5.500 members are unem¬ 
ployed. This represents about 
nine per cent, a figure that he 
said is higher than normal for 
this time of year. 

Unemployment in construc¬ 
tion usually rises considerably 
during the winter, but the sit¬ 
uation threatens to he much 
worse, than usual this yeai*, 
Schibli said. 

He said toe council has de¬ 
termined that at least $5.6 
mlllicm in oonstructicMi work 
— mostly light commercial 
and smaU apartment projects 
~ is being handled by non¬ 
union firms. 

In a council bulletin he had 
prepared for distribution 
today to the job sites, Schibli 
said: "This is more than 
enough to provide our unem¬ 
ployed wito jobs at union 
rates of pay If we were to or¬ 
ganize these jobs.” 

The bulletin, carrying- the 
name Unity, was bom during 
the lockout-strike situation in 
the spring of 197D and is being 


revived for the first time 
since th«i specificaUy for the 
organizing cannialgn. 

In the bulletin Schibli says 
"organize or die” is an old 
trade union slogan that bears 
a "timely warning to con¬ 
struction workers in B.C.’' 

The bulletin says the Van¬ 
couver Island Building Trades 
Council is "accepting the 
chaUenge” on behalf of all 
construction unions. 

While the campaign covers 
the Island at large, Schibli 
aaid in an Initorview about 300 
of the 500 idle construction 
workers are in the Victoria 
area. 

A union rights clkuse in the 
standard contracts gives 
union members the right to 
refuse to work when there are 
non-union workmen on the 
same job. Schibli said. 

Because of this, 16 bricklay¬ 
ers, carpenters, laborers and 
sheet metal workers are off 
the job at a Victoria construc¬ 
tion site at Michigan and 
Menzies and at a Courtenay 
site both involving projects 
handled by one developer, ac¬ 
cording to Schibli. 

He said another 25 carpen¬ 
ters, laborers, bricklayers, 
iron workers and operating 
engineers are sUylng off the 
job at a Selkirk Street apart 


ment project in support of the 
plumbers’ union. Non-union 
men are reportedly doing 
plumbing work. 

In the bulletin. SchibU says: 
"The councU will be watching 
with interest how these partic¬ 
ular developers complete fu¬ 
ture phases of construction 
without the assistance of 
union labor.”

The house eiupted in noisy celebration as tellers 
repoited a majority df 112 on the e.xplosive market 
issue. The margin, far larger than Heath's men had 
anticipated, included the votes of a substantial num¬ 
ber of Labor rebels who bolted the party line to sup¬ 
port the entry move.

The plebiscite, the board 
learned, consisted of a ques- 
tionaire, copies ol which were 
sent to residents of the com¬ 
munities concerned. 

Here are the questions and 
the answers, as stated in the 
letter: 

• Should the Glangccdme 
area have its own planning 
authority? More than 91 per 
cent replied yes. 

• Has the regional board 
treated the area fairly in the 
past two years? More than 77 
per cent replied no; about 20 
per cent weren’t sure, the rest 
said yes. 

• Should the regional 
board decide on the terms of 
reference «regarding the pro¬ 
posed Oc^an Cement residen¬ 
tial development on Metcho¬ 
sin Road? A whopping 97 per 
cent replied ru). 

/Vo Decisions 

The results ot this plebis¬ 
cite. the letter said, would in¬ 
dicate that the region might 
be well advised to make no 
further decisions affecting the 
Glangcolnie area until a local 
planning and zoning oommls- 
sioh with elected members li 
established. 

The letter also referred to a 
pending meeting with Munici¬ 
pal Affairs Minister Dan 
Campbell. This meeting has 
been held and the minister 
told the group they should 
voice their wishes at the re¬ 
gional board level. 

The letter also said that the 
overwhelming majority of 
residents in the area were of 
tlie opinion that "the concept 
of democracy hasn’t been ad¬ 
hered to by the regional board 
with regard to our 8rea.”
